The descnptior 
so characteristic of Negro temperament, disposition and genius, as resnlti 
from the curse upon'Canaan and his posterity ; and so congenial to i 
prophetic decree, fining the race for slavery, that I can but ppprehe 
that these items of discouragement to the friends of colonization, are 1 
the beginning of therr sorrows ; thnt they will find in the end that Go 
appointments cannot be frustrated by human inventions ; and that c( 
trary t » expectation, even the belter class of the colonists will make 1 
little advance, while the less moral and the improvident will descend to 1 
condition of the natives, rather than elevate the latter. The author abc 
quoted, says, '^Rudeand wretched as is the condition of the natives, it \ 
been affirmed that many of the Liberian colonists have mingled with th 
and preferre'i their savage mode of lire to the habits of civilization. Oi 
one mstance of the kind has come to my personal knowlcdire." Afric 
Cruiser, c. vii. p. 59.

Tlieir dnthing is prepared hy old and clumsy women or by the laborers 
in wet dixya and letAiini seasons ol'the y»'ar so that the coat is not felt, nnd 
in that land, proverbial for health. I should not be surprised if the cost of 
medic'il attention amounts to one-lburth of dollar a head, per annum ! 
When this hill is footed up, it makes the cost of slave laborers vastly less 
than that of whites. For whenever I have employed a whit^* laborer, he 
demands his tea and cofTi'e and such other delirncies as wuuUl make his 
board cotst at least ten dollars per month, while his WHgeA reach from ten 
lo fitleen, as the case may be — While the slaves ''hoard" nniounts to. per- 
haps, less than a dollar per month in Kentucky, where the price of rorA 
often is as low as twenty- five c« iits per bushell and bacon from 3 to 4 cents 
|>er pound, the wages of the laborer in Ohio, with his board may bo 
::ounted at, perhaps, not less than from $15 to $25 per month. Now when 
1 quantity of the Ohio products is s<ild suHirieiit to settle off with the la- 
borers how much does the lamer refciin? Nothing like what the Ken- 
tucky slive holder realizes from the same number of operatives. And 
lence the truthfulness of Mr. Fisher's estimates showing the free citizens 
*t^ Kentucky to be about twice as wealthy as those of Ohio, and the 
Lverage wealth of the citizens of the wl ole South to be far geater than 
^1 at of the hireling states ofihe North and West. I would recommend 
o Mr. Campbell the perusal of his neighbor's Lecture comparing the North 
nd South. We think he will take the more interest in the piece,

For if no 
white nmn of Kentucky could exp«'Ct to servive the first season on the 
epasta oi" Atriia. the country from which few travellers have returned alive; 
3jid il'the great proftortion of negroes irom the Atiaiitic states transferred 
Lo Libera have died like roUon sheep; what would become of the hitherto 
robust and lieaLhy negroes of Kentucky, shortly aiYer landing among the 
lethilerous bogs of Africa ? But let us turn from this sit-kening scene and 
seek relief by ronteniplating some less preposterous proposition of Mr. 
Qampbell. Take his grass proverb if you please, viz : "that in grain 
growing and grass growing states, slave labor is the dearest l:ibtir in the 
woriu." ' This we presume is one of the sophisms, of abolitiou political 
Scoiioraists.- . 

Does^Mr. C. mean by it that the same number of slaves, who would la- 
bor profiUibly in tending a {riven amount of land in cotton, sugar or rice, 
would not support themsi'-lves if set to tilling the same gronnd in grass? If 
80, we think with him.- But if he. intends to imparl the idea that were an 
equal number of white operatives; put to the cultivation of the same land in 
grass, they would pro'uce aproMtanle >ield. he musl exeuse my dulness of 
conipn henriioii on the point. For i suppose the negroes could liveascherp 
and a iittla cheaper than the whites; and I can not conceive that any tal- 
ismanic effect ot the treading or the digging of tl>e white man unaccom- 
panyiiig that ol the negro, could impart additional fertility to the soil, caus- 
ing it to g:ve lorth its increased quantum of hay. so as to pay the board 
and wages of the white I ihorer :ind vield a profit to the land Lord, whose 
negroes (slaves) of equ.il ntmiher were hpinging liiia in debt by not pro- 
ducing ttn equivalent to lh»'ir support. This proverb of abolition cant, then 
Can be rationally solved only by reducing the meaninir. if it means anything, 
to designate the general principle, that it requirt^s a less amount of labor 
to the same quantity of land in iarming countries than in planting region. 
And now if it be said, because it requires double the number ot' shives to 
cultivate a field of a hundred acres in cotton, sugar, or ric^ 'n\ the At-i 
luntic States, as it does to cultivate a field of like extent in grain in Ken- 
tucky; and that if the Kenturky farmer had in the same> field, the number 
of the planter's hands confined to its cultivation, the double ot- his former 
nurober,ihey would render the whole unprotitiible. must the whole therefore 
be aet free ns the remedy ? ; 11 the former number labored to advantage, 
who does not see that when the operatives are twice as :numerour< as they 
should be for profitable labor, that by removing half the number from the 
tiirm iiito a factory, that both deptirtaients wou'd .go on prosperously ?
